If a house Is a mechanical place, It 
Is for things and not for pcople-and 
who wanU to feel like a llxturc In a 
houfloT 

Houses that have to be kept bo neat 
that the chUdren have to go outdoors 
to play, that Father has to tiptoe In 
and take o« hU shoos and that make 
guests feel that ihey should put down 
newspapers before entering. Is not a 
real home. It has degonoratd Into a 
real house. 

Is that the kind of home wo want? 
We should look around us and decide 
whether our homes aro really enjoyed 
by the children and wholhor guests 
love to drop In and see u« In them. 
Our homos lack Iho right atmosphere 
U guosU and the children's playmates 
do not fool at ooso there. 

A degree of system and omdoncy 
In the home should not bo frowned 
upon, however.
